"1  he  Compendious  Peerage  of  England  continued  from  Page  146  of  our  Ma¬ 
gazine  for  September  lajl ,  with  the  Arms  finely  engraved ,  and  a  genealo¬ 
gical  Account  of  the  NobleFamily  of  Cooper,  Earl  of  Shaftelbury. — See9 
in*our  Magazine  for  October  1756,  a  Head  of  Anthony  Afhley  Coo¬ 
per,  the  firjl  and  much  celebrated  Earl  of  Shaftelbury. 


WE  find  fome  of  the  name  of  Coo¬ 
per,  perfons  of  diftinflion,  in  the 
reigns  of  Edward  II.  and  Henry  V  $  but  it 
is  difficult  to  point  out  the  direfl  anceftor  to 
the  prefect  Earl  of  Shaftelbury.  In  all  pro¬ 
bability  this  anceftor  muft  be  John  Cooper, 
Efq;  whofe  laft  will  and  teftament  is  dated 
May  16,  1495.  11  Hen.  VIII.  and,  wri¬ 
ting  himfelf  of  Hertyng,  orders  his  body  to 
he  buried  in  the  parifh-church  of  St.  Mary 
the  Virgin  of  Hertyng.  He  bequeaths  to 
the  churches  of  St.  Mary  of  Durford,  and 
St.  Mary  of  Peter,  forty  (hillings  each,  hold- 
leg  lands  there  j  he alfo  bequeaths  jo  pounds 


for  a  Pried  to  fay  mals  in  the  church  of 
Hertyng,  for  his  foul,  and  the  fouls  of  his 
anceftors,  to  be  paid  by  his  executors:  He 
bequeaths  to  John  his  fon,  after  the  deceafe 
of  Alice  his  wife,  his  manor  ofBofham, 
with  the  appurtenances,  as  in  an  indenture 
to  him  more  plainly  appears.  He  had  a 
large  dock  of  horfes,  oxen,  cows,  flieep,  &c. 
which  he  divided  between  John  and  Richard 
Cooper  his  fons,  as  he  did  alfo  his  lands, 
&c.  in  the  counties  of  Suflex  and  Southamp¬ 
ton.  He  conftitutes  Alice,  his  wife,  foie 
executrix,  and  leaves  her  his  lands  and  tene¬ 
ments  in  Petresfield  in  the  county  of  South- 
R'  r  %  amp- 
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ampton,  to  difpofe  of  to  his  fens,  as  His 
law  expedient.  A.d  mini  fixation  was  granted 
to  Alice  his  wife,  O&ob.  29,  1495,  which 
ihews  he  died  the  fame  year. 

Oi  John  Cooper,  the  elder  fon,  it  may 
be,  he  died  without  iiilie,  and  Richard  ins 
brother,  became  his  heir. 

Which  Richard  Cooper,  Eft];  was  pof- 
feflfed  of  fb  fair  a  fortune,  that,  in  23  Henry 
V  flF,  he  pu:  chafed  of  Sir  Amias  Paulet, 
KLnt.  the  manor  of  Paulet  in  So  merle  t  fit  ire, 
as  not  far  from  the  pofleffipns  he  had  from 
hss  father;  and  is  yet  part  or  the  inheritance 
of  his  deicendant,  the  prefen t  Earl  of  Shaftef- 
bury,  and  upwards  of  twelve  hundred  pounds 
per  annum.  He  had  to  wife  jane,  daughter 
of  Sir  John  Kingfmiil,  cf  Sydmonton  in 
com’  Soijthamp.  Knt.  by  whom  he  had. 
iflue  three  fons,  and  two  daughters.  He 
jived  to  be  very  aged,  dying  on  the  8th  of 
May,  in  the  8th  year  of  Queen  Elifaheth; 
and  wasfucceeded  in  his  eftate  by  John  Coo* 
per,  Ids  only  furviving  fun  and  heir,  born 
?ept.  24,  1552. 

Which  John  Cooper,  Efq;  ferved  in  that 
Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Whitchurch 
in  Hampshire,  which  met  at  We  dm  in  Her, 
O  dloher  29,  1586,  28  Eliz.  and  fat  till 
March  23  following,  when  It  was  diffolved  : 
After  which  he  received  the  honour  of 
knighthood  from  Queen  Elifaheth,  and  died 
on  November  24,  16x0,  leaving  by  Mar¬ 
garet  his  wife,  daughter  of  Anthony  Skutt, 
of  Stanton-Drew  in  com’  Somerf.  Efq;  one 
fon  John,  who  fucceeded  to  his  eftate  ;  and 
four  daughters. 

This  John  Cooper  was  created  to  the 
dignity  of  a  Baronet,  by  letters  patent,  bear¬ 
ing  date  July  4,  1622,  20  Jac.  I.  being 
then  denominated  cf  Rockbourne  in  the 
county  of  Southampton,  Elh;  but  after¬ 
wards  the  King  knighted  him  :  And  by 
the  title  of  Sir  John  Cooper,  Knt.  and 
Bait,  was  returned  to  ferve  in  Parliament 
far  the  town  of  Pool  in  Dorfetfhire,  in  3 
Car.  I.  1628.  He  had  by  his  frit  wife 
Anne,  daughter  and  foie  heir  of  Sir  An¬ 
thony  Alhley,  of  Wimborn  St.  Giles’s,  in 
com’  Dorf.  Knight,  famous  in  the  reign 
of  Queen  Elifaheth,  and  knighted  at  the 
taking  of  Cadiz,  (where  he  ferved  as  Se¬ 
cretary  of  war)  two  fons,  Anthony  and 
George.  By  his  fecond  wife  Lady  Mary 
Morrifon,  he  left  no  iflue. 

The  eldeft  fon  Sir  Anthony  -  A  Alley 
Cooper,  Bart,  (as  fucceeding  his  father  in 
that  title)  was  one  of  the  greateft  ftatefmen 
in  this  kingdom,  and  made  a  very  conli- 
derable  figure  in  the  Jaft  century.  In  his 
childhood,  his  activity,  quick  apprehenflon, 
and  ready  wit,  made  an  early  dilcovery  of 


thofe  extraordinary  parts,'  wherewith  he  was 
endowed  ;  and,  lucceeding  fo  early  to  a 
great  eftate,  it  had  not  the  common'  effect  of 
making  him  negleil  his  ftudies.in  his  youth. 
As  he  w as  fo  young  on  the  death  of  his  hi¬ 
ther  in  1631,  he  being,  as  the  inquifttion 
thews,  not  ten  years  of  age,  he  was 
in  ward  to  the  King:  and  became  a  Bellow- 
commoner  in  Exeter- college  in  Oxford,  un¬ 
der  the  tuition  of  Dr.  P;  ideaux,  the  redder  of 
it,  in  Lent  term  1636,  and  made  fuch  an 
unuliial  progrefs  in  learning,  that  he  was  by 
al)  mm  accounted  the  molt  prodigious  youth 
in  the  whole  University. 

When  the  Parliament,  after  the  death  of 
Cronwtji,  had  declared  for  the  King,  he 
was  one  of  the  twelve  Commoners  lent 
by  them,  with  fix  of  the  Houle  of  Lords, 
to  prefect  their  humble  invitation  and  fup- 
pljcation,  ‘  That  his  Majefty  would  be 
pleafed  to  return,  and  to  take  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  kingdom  into  his  hands,  where 
he  fnouid  find  ail  poftihle  affcCtion,  duty, 
and  obedience  from  all  his  tub j edits.' 

Elis  Majefty,  having  prepared  all  things 
in  readinels,  embarked  for  England  with 
the  Committee  from  the  Parliament,  and 
landing  at  Dover,  25  May,  Sir  Anthony-' 
Aflnley  Cooper,  the  next  day,  was  fworn 
of  the  Privy-council,  with  General  Monk, 
at  Canterbury;  the  King  wifely  consider¬ 
ing  that  thofe,  whole  counlels  had  been  la 
fiiccefsful  in  contriving  his  Reftoration, 
might  be  highly  neceftary  to  the  eftabliih- 
ment  of  him  in  his  kingdom.  And  in  Oc¬ 
tober  following,  when  his  Majefty  iflued 
out  the  grand  commiftton  of  Oyer  and  Ter- 
miner,  for  the  trial  of  the  Regicides,  di¬ 
rected  to  feverai  noble  perfons,  he  was  one 
of  the  number.  All'o  three  days  before  his 
Majefty’s  coronation,  in  order  to  be  aftift- 
ing  in  that  fplendid  ceremony,  he  was  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  degree  and  dignity  of  a  Baron 
of  this  realm,  by  the  title  of  Lord  Aihley,  of 
Winborne  St.  Giles’s,  in  com’  Dorf.  and  to 
the  heirs  male  of  his  bo.iy  ;  deducing  his 
defeent  through  the  Aifhleys,  from  the 
Harnelyns,  Plelleys,  and  Malmains,  an- 
ciently  of  Windborne  St.  Giles. 

His  Lordfbip  was  conftituted  Lord  Lieu¬ 
tenant  of  the  county  of  Dorfet,  Jan.  20, 
1671  ;  and  at  length,  for  his  great  merits, 
he  was  created  Lord  Cooper  of  Pawlet,  in 
the  county  of  Somerfet,  and  Earl  of  Shaftef- 
bury,  and  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  by 
letters  patent  bearing  date  on  the  23d  of 
April,  1672,  in  the  24th  year  of  his  Maje¬ 
fty’s  reign.  Alfa  November  17  following, 
on  the  reflgnation  of  Sir  Orlando  Bridge- 
man,  his  Majefty  (as  the  Gazette  fets  forth) 
to  gratify  the  uninterrupted  fervices  of  the 

Earl 
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Earl  of  Shaftefbury,  Chancellor  of  the  Ex¬ 
chequer,  and  one  of  the  Lords  Commiffio- 
ners  of  the  Treafury,  was  pleafed  to  give  to 
him  the  keeping  of  the  Great  Seal,  with  the 
title  of  Lord  Hioh-chancellor  of  England. 

Whilft  he  was  Chancellor,  he  endea¬ 
voured  to  vindicate  his  Majefty’s  aftions, 
jtnd  by  his  admirable  eloquence  laboured 
to  prevent  or  remove  anv  mifunderftandings 
and  jealoulles  between  the  King  and  his 
Parliament,  as  appears  by  the  many  excel¬ 
lent  Ipeeches  he  made  to  the  two  Houfes, 
when  he  was  the  mouth  of  the  King  to  his 
people  5  and  had  the  honour  to  be  fuccefsful 
therein. 

In  1679,  the  King  finding  his  Mini- 
ftry  not  able  to  fupport  themfelves,  chofe  a 
new  Privy-council,  to  con  fill  of  a  number 
net  exceeding  thirty,  whereof  fifteen  were 
to  be  of  the  chief  Officers,  Privy-counfel- 
lors  by  their  places,  and  ten  of  the  Nobility, 
and  five  Commoners  of  the  realm  4  Whofe 
known  abilities,  intereft,  and  efteem  in  the 
nation,  Ihould  render  them  without  all  fuf- 
plcion  of  either  miltaking  or  betraying  the 
true  intereft  of  the  kingdom.’  And  of  this 
moll  Honourable  Pnvy- council  the  Earl 
of  Shaftefbury  was,  by  the  King,  appointed 
Lord  -  Preiident ;  and,  on  the  next  -day, 
he  told  his  two  Houfes,  4  He  had  made 
choice  of  fuch  perfons  as  were  worthy  and 
able  to  advife  him,  and  was  refoived,  in 
all  his  weighty  and  important  affairs,  to  be 
advifed  by  them.’ 

During  his  being  Prefident  of  the  Coun- 
cil,  both  Houfes  of  Parliament  feemed  to 
have  no  eyes,  but  for  the  dangers  of  Popery, 
upon  the  Duke’s  fucc'effion  to  the  crown,  as 
obferved  by  Sir  William  Temple;  and,  ex¬ 
pedients  to  fecure  that  point  being  propound¬ 
ed.  the  Council,  after  much  hammering, 
agreed  on  many  heads  to  be  offered  to  the 
Parliament,  which  were  agreed  to  by  all, 
except  Lord  Shaftefbury  and  Sir  William 
Temple ;  who  were  againft  them  on  dif¬ 
ferent  grounds.  Sir  W  ijliam  believing  that 
nothing,  which  came  firft  from  the  King 
on  thpfe  points,  would  be  accepted  by  the 
Commons  ;  and  that,  if  agreed  to  by  the 
Houfes  and  the  King,  would  leave  the  Crown 
after  him  in  lhackles,  not  eafily  knocked 
off  by  any  fuccefior.  Lord  Sbaftefbury’s 
ground  was  plain,  and  fo  expreffed  by  him 
on  all  occaiions  ;  which  was,  4  that  there 
could  be  no  fecurity  againft  the  Duke,  if 
once  in  poffeffion  of  the  Crown.’  At 
length,  fays  Sir  W.  Temple,  L.  Sunderland 
told  him  that  L.  EfLx,  and  L.  Hallifax  Laid 
to  him,  it  was  neceffary  to  take  in  the  D.  of 
Monmouth,  and  Lord  Shaftefbury,  into  the 
fiiii  degeftion  of  affairs,  conlidering  the  in¬

fluence  they  had  upon  the  Houfe  of  Com¬ 
mons;  and  to  agree  with  them  in  the  baniffi- 
ment  of  the  Duke,  either  for  a  certain  time, 
or  during  the  King’s  life.  But,  the  Earl 
perfi  fling  in  oppofing  the  Duke  of  York’s 
fucceffion  to  the  Throne,  and  the  arbitrary 
rneafures  of  the  Court,  he  was  removed 
from  the  ftation  of  Lord  Prefident  or;  the  ^th 
of  October  following,  1679:  After  which 
he  was  the  firft  of  the  Peers  that  fubferibed 
to  the  indictment  of  the  Duke  of  York,  for 
not  coming  to  church,  which  was  prefented 
to  the  Grand-jury  of  Middlefex,  June  x6, 
1680.  And  on  his  Majefty’s  fummoning  a 
new  Parliament  to  meet  at  Oxford,  on  the 
a  1  ft  of  March  16 80-1,  his  Lordfhip  joined 
with  feveral  other  Noblemen,  in  prefenting 
a  petition  to  the  King,  letting  forth  the  ill 
confequences  of  the  Parliament's  meeting  at 
Oxford,  and  hbmbly  requefting  they  might 
be  permitted  to  fit  at  Weftminfter  :  The 
King  frowned  on  the  deliverers  of  the  peti¬ 
tion.  And,  his  Majefty  refolving  not  to  al¬ 
ter  his  refolulion,  he  repaired  to  Oxford  ; 
where,  when  the  Houfe  of  Lords  threw  out 
the  impeachment  of  Fitz-Harris,  which  the 
Commons  had  fent  to  them,  he,  tooether 
with  eighteen  other  Peers,  entered  their  pro- 
teftation  againft  rejecting  thereof.  And,  the 
Parliament  being  diffolved  immediately  af¬ 
ter,  he  returned  to  his  houfe  at  London ; 
where  one  Bryan  Hans  came  to  him,  pre^ 
tending  that  he  could  make  very  confiderabie 
dilcoveries  of  the  Popiffi  plot,  and  the  mur¬ 
der  of  Sir  Edmur.dfbury  Godfrey,  if  he 
might  have  his  pardon  ;  which  the  Earl  be¬ 
ing  not  able  to  obtain  ;  and  Hans,  being 
carried  before  the  Council,  inftead  of  difox- 
vering  any  particulars  about  the  death  of 
Sir  Edmunfbury  Godfrey,  accrued  his  Lord¬ 
fhip  of  attempting  to  iuborn  him  thereto  ; 
and,  on  his  information,  the  Earl  was  appre¬ 
hended  on  the  iA  of  July  168 r,  and,  after 
being  examined  by  his  Majefty  in  Council, 
he  was  committed  to  the  Tower,  and  there 
continued  till  the  latter  end  of  November, 
without  obtaining  a  trial,  though  he  had 
prefented  feveral  petitions,  requefting  to  be 
tried  or  bailed,  according  to  the  Habeas 
Corpus  aft. 

After  much  foul  play  in  praftifing  with 
the  witnefles,  an  indiftment  for  high  treafon 
was  preferred  againft  him  to  the  Grand-jury 
at  the  Seffions-houfe  in  the  Old-BaiJy,  on  the 
24th  of  Nov.  1681.  When  he  was  com¬ 
mitted  prifoner  to  the  Tower,  his  papers 
Were  feized  and  fearched,  among  which 
there  was  nothing  material  but  the  draught 
of  an  affociation,  which  was  neither  writ  nor 
marked  in  any  place  with  his  hand  ;  yet  this 
vvas  produced  in  Court  as  a  proof  of  his 

trea- 
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treafon,  and  the  witneffes  depofed  many  in¬ 
credible  things  againft  him :  Which  coming 
from  people  of  infamous  charadlers,  the 
jury  returned  the  bill  Ignoramus,  to  the 
general  fatisfa£lion  of  the  nation,  who  be¬ 
lieved  that  his  Lord  (hip’s  fufferings  were 
grounded  on  his  apparent  zeal  for  their  reli¬ 
gion  and  liberties  5  fo  that  they  publicly  re¬ 
joiced  in  his  deliverance,  and  made  bonfires 
in  feveral  parts  of  the  city.  AJfo^Graham, 
the  follicitor  againft  him,  (who  had  managed 
the  Iriih  evidence)  narrowly  efcaped  the  fury 
of  the  multitude;  and  the  Earl,  when  he 
was  ax  liberty  (for  he  did  not  prefen tly  ob¬ 
tain  it)  profecuted  him  and  his  accufers,  for 
confpiring  to  indift  him  of  high  treafon. 
But,  the  defendants  moving  that  they  might 
not  be  tried  in  London  or  Middlefex,  it  was 
allowed  of  by  the  Judges  ;  on  which  his 
Lordfhip,  finding  he  was  denied  the  un¬ 
doubted  privilege  of  a  Peer,  to  lay  his  ac¬ 
tion  in  any  county  of  England,  would  not 
try  his  caufe  elfewhere. 

He  continued  at  his  hbufe  in  Alderfgate- 
ftVeet  until  November  1682,  when,  finding 
himfelf  not  fafe  from  the  defigns  of  his  ene¬ 
mies,  and  that  the  Court  was  refolved  to 
carry  their  point  at  any  rate,  having  pro¬ 
cured,  againft  law,  Sheriffs  for  their  turn,  he 
embarked  for  Amfterdam  ;  where,  arriving 
after  a  very  tempefluous  voyage,  he  was 
vifited  by  the  Deputies  of  the  States,  and 
other  per  Ions  of  Quality  :  There  he  hired  a 
fine  houfe,  and  was  preparing  to  live  fuit- 
able  to  his  eftate  and  chara6fer,  when  his  old 
diftemper,  the  gout  feized  him,  and  flying  up 
into  his  ftomach,  foon  became  mortal,  fo 
that  he  expired  on  the  aid  of  January 
5681-3.  His  Lordftiip  married  three  wives, 
but  left  iffue  only  by  the  fecond,  Frances, 
daughter  to  David,  Earl  of  Exeter,  Antho¬ 
ny,  his  fon  and  fucceffor.  He  was  born  on 
the  1 6  th  of  Jan.  1651,  and  nr  tried  Dorothy, 
daughter  to  John  Earl  of  Rutland,  by  whom 
he  had  iffue  three  fons,  Anthony,  John,  and 
Maurice ;  and  four  daughters. 

The  eldeft  fon  Anthony,  Earl  of  Shaftef- 


bury,  born  the  26th  of  February  1670, 
was  of  a  mod  unbJemi.ftied  reputation,  and 
a  ftudious  and  learned  Nobleman. 

His  Lordftiip  took  his  feat  in  the  Houfe 
of  Peers  January,  19,  1699-70  ;  and  in  that 
year  married  jane,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Ewer,  of  Lea  in  com’  Hertf.  Efq;  and,  tra¬ 
velling  into  Italy,  departed  this  life  at  Na¬ 
ples,  on  the  i^thof  Febr.  N.  S.  1712-13, 
in  the  42ft  year  of  his  age  ;  and  was  fuc- 
ceeded  by  Anthony,  his  only  fon,  now  Earl 
of  Shafteftmry,  who  married,  on  the  12th  of 
March  1724-5,  the  Lady  Sufan  Noel,  After 
to  Baptift  Earl  of  Gainfborbugh,  by  which 
Lady,  who  died  in  June  1758,  he  had  no 
iffue.  His  Lordftiip  married,  fecond] y,  Mary, 
daughter  of  the  late  Vifcount  Folklfone,  by 
whom  he  has  iffue  Lord  Afhley,  his  fon 
and  heir,  bom  Sept.  16,  1761.
